NOTES FROM 


Evans Notch 
White Mountain National Forest 

Im early June, personnel from 
the Evans Notch Ranger District 
of the White Mountiaim National 
Forest participated in a review of 
wildlife habitat improvement pro- 
jects,, The objectives of the review 
were to: provide training for new 
employees; examine past work for 
improvements in. quality and quan- 
ity; and to surface and solve 
problems, Two of the eight areas 
examined were the Patte Brook 
Marsh in Albany and the Demo 
Area at Bog Brook, ' 

In the 1960’s, the Maine De- 
partiment of Inland Fisheries and 
Wildlife and the U. 8. Forest Ser- 
vice joined forces to rebuild the 
“Granite Dam” at Patte Brook. 
The objective of retaining more 
water behind the dam was met; 
however, the projected increase in 
use by waterfowl never develop- 
ed. The shortage of aquatic veg- 
etation limited cover and food for 


wildlife, 
. Barly in 1982, a management 
plan was finalized for the marsh. 
The objective of the plan savas 
simaight-forward: improve babitat 
for game and non-game species 
while maintaining the current fish 


. population. The plan contained a 


schedule for managing :water lev-. 
els in the marsh throughout the 
year. 

In the past, the water level has 
remained constant. This has pre- 
vented the growth of many grass- 
es, sedges, and aquatic plants de- 
sirable for wildlife. As vegetation, 
nutrients, and sediments settle 
to the bottom of the pond each 
year, they remain there without 
being used. 

By lowering the water in early 
summer, the mud flat areas, rich 
in nutrients, are opened to the 
air, This “airing out’ promotes 
decomposition of old vegetation 
and allows new vegetation to util- 
ize the locked-up nutrients.,To pro- 
mote vegetative growth, select 
plantings. of wildrice and burreeds 
have been made, Annuals, such as 
buckwheat and millet, have also 
deen solwn. 

The water level is raised in late 
summer, before beaver and musk- 
rats build their winter quarters. 
The deeper water cradles the seed 
laden heads. of the annuals and 
offers an easy meal to waterfowl. 
The perennials and native vegeta- 
tion enhance future nesting cover, 
food sources, and resting cover for

I would like to explain to our 
neighbors in West Bethel and soft- 
ball players. who use the field be- 
hind our school why we have had 
to post our playground svith “No 
Trespassing’’ signs. 

It has taken many years to build 
the playground at the West Beth- 
el Children’s Center through ef- 
forts of parent groups involved in 
special fund-raising activities, Nei- 
ther our Head Start or Day Care 
programs have had the money 
budgeted to buy expensive heavy 
duty equipment. Slowly but sure- 
jy over the years with the extra 
monéy raised and many volunteer 
work hours by both staff and par- 
ents, the Children’s Center now 
has. an ideal playground set up 
for young children. : 


Our Centér enrolls children 2!2 to 
6 years of age so the equipment 
was built specifically with this age 
group in mind, During the past 
two years the Playground has had 
a lot of “hard” use from area 
children, after Center hours. Par- 
ents and staff at the Center be- 
came incréasingly conterned as 
older childret, any where from 10 
to 16 years of age used the equip- 
ment in inappropriate ways, 
breaking swings, carving initials on 
picnic benches, setfing off smoke 
bombs in a play house, strewing 
tires all over the yard, leaving 
trash, and generally abusing 
equipment. We also had 4 con- 
cert: during softball games of 
large groups of children using the 
playground with no adult super- 
vision. Last year I was at the 
school after regular hours working 
during a softball game when a 
heavy metal bar that was hanging 
and firmly braced by posts for 
swings came down after older chil- 
dren continually jumped on swings 
and finally broke the whole set-up, 
It was a blessing that none of the. 
children around were hurt, as there 
Was hot one adult in playsround 
with children. For all of these 
Feasons to protect our equipment 
and safety of children using equip- 
ment we have had to keep every- 
one out, 

We would be willing to work 
out arrangements with respansi- 
ble neighbors and softball play- 
ets who would like their children 
to have opportunity to use play- 
ground.

Paul McGuire, Chairman of the 
History Department and Dean of 
Students at Gould Academy was 
the featured speaker iat the month- 
ly meeting of the Bethel Historical 
Society, Thursday evening, June:

Chicken iPox 
. We are once again being hit 
with an outbreak of chicken pox in 
the community, so some infonma- 
tion may be helpéal, Chicken pox 
is. a common. viral disease Which, 
for the most pant, affects chil- 
dnen, However any person without 
a history of.a prior infection is 
susceptible, The disease is charac- 
terized by groups of a blister-type 
nash starting usually on the trunk’ 
and then erupting on the face and 
extremities, This rash is usually 
accompanied by a fever or gen- 
erally not feeling well, 

(Chicken pox fis very contagious 


and may be contacted by touch-. 


fing the infected person or :om- 
ing in contact with any of their 
respinatory secretions, (Example, 
child sneezes into the air in the 
yvoom, which is then breathed by 
another.) Infected persons ame 
contagious from about 24 hours 
before ithe onset of the rash until 
all the blisters are crusted (uswal- 
ly 6-7 days). 

(Incubation period (or the time 
between when an uninfected per- 
son comes in contact to when he/ 
she develops signs. of the desease) 
is anywhere between 11-21 days., 

‘Chicken pox is generally a non- 
dangerous virus for healthy chil- 
dren and they recover without 
problems, A common complaint 
is itching and if this fs severe, 
your health provider can: give you 
a prescription for one of several 
antihistamine products which will 
help, 

Secondary bacterial infections of 
the blisters is: not unuswal. It is ad- 
vised not to scnatch open the blis- 
ters, Ef an area of heat, redness 
and tenderness develops around 
one of the blisters it is advised 
to contact your health provider, 

Complications of chicken pox are 
mnuswal, however they do occur.

One 
Residents will recall that for the 
past several years the quality of 
ow street lighting has been grad- 
ually upgraded to take advantage 
of more cost-efficient and energy- 
effective sodium. high-intensity 
lighting fixtures, In 1981, for ex- 
ample, 22 lights (mostiy’ the out- 
dated incandescent fixtures) were 
removed and six high pressure so- 
dium fixtures. were installed in. va- 
rious locations throughout Town, 
The annual cost savings to taxpay- 
ers, after a mid-year vate in. 
crease, Was about $400, Fees are 
based on a cost per fixture basis 
and not tied to the amount of el- 
ectricity used, 

Given that 61 incandescent fix- 
tures remain throughout the Town 
and a current monthly street 
light bill is over $1,022.91, there 
are grounds that must be gain- 
ed toward the fololwing street light 
policy set by the 1968 Town Meet- 
ing: “Street lights shall be pro- 
vided by the Town of Bethel only 
in accordance mith a systematic 
plan to provide pedestrian lighting 
along continuous routes: or to: illum- 
inate intersections of public roads 
and streets. The Town shall not 
provide isolated street lights. or 
yard lighting for the benefit of 
private individuals or businesses.” 
At the June 20 meeting, the Man- 
ager will propose street light 
changes to meet this objective and 
lower annual costs. Public hear- 
ings. will be scheduled for mid 
summer and published in the Beth- 
el Citizen.
